some extent until last Friday night. 


Charles Warren Fairbanks was 06 


years of age at ttie time of his death. 


Born on a farm near 
Unionville 


Center, Ohio, he became a multi-mil- 
lionaire and 
one of the 
nation's 


leading men. 


His wife, formerly Miss Cornelia 


Cole, daugther of Judge P. B. Cole 
of Marysville, Ohio, whom he inarri- 
:d in 1874, died five years ago. 


'Fairbanks was educated ' in *he 


public schools and received Bachelor 
of Arts degree from Ohio Wesleyan 
university in 1872. Three years lat- 
ir he was given his Master's degree. 


After leaving college, 
Fairbanks 


5rst engaged in newspaper work. He 
was correspondent for a press as- 
sociation at Pittsburg from 1872 to 
L874. He studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the Ohio bar in 1874 but 
moved to Indianapolis to start prac- 
tice.
